1) COUNTY ENGINEER: Dale Foster had no report.
2) COUNTY COUNSEL: Jeffrey Lindsay had no report.
3) COUNTY TREASURER: Francine Springer had no report.

FREEHOLDER REPORTS:

1) FREEHOLDER MOREY: Dr. Kathleen Taylor, Chief Education Officer, Ocean
City High School recognized Nora Faverzani, Ocean City High School student,
on her achievement of being named as the State Student Representative on
the New Jersey State School Board of Education for 2018. (Res. No. 261-18).

2) FREEHOLDER PIERSON: Mr. Pierson attended a ribbon cutting on March 23,
2018 at a new branch of Sturdy Savings Bank in Marmora. This was his third
ribbon cutting in recent months.

He attended the Woodbine Eco Park groundbreaking ceremony on March 20,
2018. Clerk of the Board, Elizabeth Bozzelli and Denis Brown also attended
the groundbreaking, for what will soon be a park with biking and walking
trails connecting to the county system and beyond to Cumberland County
and eventually Atlantic County, he informed.

He attended an Eagle Scout ceremony for Troop 55 in Upper Township with
Freeholder Hayes. He loved going to these crossing over ceremonies, it was
great to see the accomplishments made by the kids, he stated.
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On March 29th, a new day of recognition for National Vietnam Veterans would
be observed; setting the day aside to recognize persons who served during
that war era which ended in 1975. If you know anyone who served in
Vietnam, thank them for their service, he encouraged because it wasn’t a very
a great war to be involved, with many of the service members coming back
with various physical, social and mental issues.

The freeholder mentioned two cash grant programs offered through Atlantic
City Electric (ACE) to persons meeting the housing standards, federally
funded LEAP and ACE’s Helping Hands. Reach out to ACE for more
information he suggested, if you’re having trouble keeping up with bills after
these last winter storms.

3) FREEHOLDER HAYES: Ms. Hayes had the experience of attending her first
meeting as the 2nd Vice President at the New Jersey Association of Counties,
where a pending New Jersey Legislature bill extending the hours for voting,
was one of the many bills discussed, she reported. This would put a
tremendous tax burden on the people she noted, to extend the hours. She
asked Rita Fulginiti, County Clerk to share her thoughts on the topic. The
County Clerk stated that the New Jersey County Clerk’s Association
considered voting by mail as early voting and available to anyone. The bill was
being watched and whatever happened they were ready to go with that. A
state wide initiative informed citizens they could vote by mail as early as 45
days before the election. The pending bill would have voting machines
available in some polling places, 15 days prior to an election, which could be
costly, having workers man the machines and the issue of securing the
ballots, each and every day voting was available, to keep the election fair from
fraud she informed.

The Park & Zoo hosted the Easter “Eggstravaganza” on Saturday, March 24,
2018. It was a packed house, as usual. Every child walked out of there with
candy, she noticed, because there were millions of eggs to be found. People as
far away as Staten Island, New York were there with their kids, she found as
she walked around greeting the crowd.

4) FREEHOLDER DESIDERIO: Mr. Desiderio reported the Cape May County
Sheriff’s Office recently conducted a 3 day canine training and trailing
workshop, March 6th-8th, 2018. It was attended by 23 law enforcement canine
teams from New Jersey, Massachusetts, Connecticut and Delaware and
consisted of classroom and field instruction. The Sheriff’s Office would also be
conducting a 12-week Police Bloodhound Academy again this year.

On Monday, March 19, 2018 he attended a meeting between the County,
various engineers, and Hall Construction, to receive an update on the new
correctional facility. The warden, Don Lombardo, and F&S Director, Annmarie
McMahon were there. He was very happy Annmarie was overseeing the
project, watching out for the county, he stated.

He called on County Clerk, Rita Fulginiti to talk about the Gold Star Parent ID
Card Program, newly offered this week at the County Clerk’s Office. It offered
discounts at local businesses as a way of recognizing parents or legal
guardians of those men and women who lost their lives in service to our
country. A visit to the local County Clerk’s Office with documentation and
identification was all that was required to receive the ID card which was
coordinated with the Veterans ID Program.

5) FREEHOLDER THORNTON: Mr. Thornton was well received at the Chamber
of Commerce luncheon on March 15, 2018 where he spoke on Economic
Development in the county and various upgrades planned for Fare Free
Transportation.

He had recently spend a lot of time at the Office of Emergency Management
due to several Nor’easters in a row. We’ve been very fortunate with these
storms he commented. Cumberland and Gloucester Counties had much more
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damage, he learned this when speaking to the other freeholder directors at the
NJAC Meeting.

He participated in the South Jersey Transportation Planning Organization
Meeting conference call on Monday, March 19, 2018. They were informed
during the call, there might be more state funding on the way for traffic
transportation and road projects in the southern region.

Last night, he attended the South Jersey Freeholders Association Meeting
which was very interesting, he commented. Gloucester County gave a
presentation on the consortium between high schools, colleges, universities
and the Work First Program that had been very successful in their county.
The program certainly had merit and we’re going to look at it for here, he
stated. It’s something we’re going to work on in the future he added.
